kditorial. . . 


— the nation today there are thousands of congrega. 
+ 4% tions engaged in remodeling and alteration programs. 
This is an attempt to modernize their buildings and their 
facilities so that these can better serve the purpose and func. 
tion of the church. Buildings wear out, unfortunately, and 
programs and membership change. Structures must be re- 
modeled, rebuilt and refurnished if they are to gain the 
flexibility so much needed to make them a tool in the use 
of the congregation. The rigidities so inherent in a bygone 
age of design and building must be eliminated in a world 
of rapid change, swift movement, and shrinking size. 

The modification of an older structure to meet today’s 
needs presents a significant challenge to the architect, the 
pastor, and the building committee if the modification is to 
be meaningful and functional. In this situation there are 
important determining factors that are not present when a 
new structure is erected. When it is deemed, after very 
careful study, that relocation on a new site is impossible and 
that razing the structure to the ground is not feasible or de- 
sirable, then the problem of remodeling and alteration stares 
the congregation directly in the face. How much to remodel? 
becomes an important question. How much will it cost? 
becomes the first question’s constant shadow. How can we 
secure maximum flexibility for the church program within 
the economically necessary rigidity imposed by site and 
existing walls? becomes the question that determines the 
answer to both. 

True functionalism means “building from the inside out.” 
In other words, the size and shape of a structure are bas 
ically determined by the program of the church and the 
size of the membership. A functional church building is one 
that houses people engaged in a definite program, not one 
that is erected on the basis of preconceived notions of style 
with the hope that the congregation can adapt itself to it. In 
a remodeling program, of course, the functional concept is 
delimited. Instead of building from the inside out, the con- 
gregation is building from the inside out to what already 
exists. Within this delimitation, however, the aim and goal 
should be to secure as much of the functionai pattern as 
possible within an immovable framework. 

Good remodeling and alteration is basically more difficult 
than building an entirely new structure. In many respects 
it is also more complicated, time consuming, and thought 
provocative. For these reasons building committee, pastor 
and architect are often the victims of confusion, dis 
couragement and indecision—and this is why so many Ie 
modeling and alteration projects fail to achieve their pur 
pose. Very often it is easy to drift into an attitude that con- 
ceives of “something new” as having virtue in itself. The 
“something new”, however, is quite meaningless unless i! 
is the manifestation of the real needs of the church—unles 
it grows organically from these needs and serves them 
adequately. 

A remodeling program is guided by certain underlying 
concepts which must be understood by those involved.

services are used, the total attendance 
percentage is somewhat increased. 

After the attendance figure has been 
established, the next step is to deter 
mine the approximate area necessary 
to seat these people. 

For basic preliminary information, it 
is logical to use a figure of eight to 
nine square feet per person. This is an 
economical figure, but allows enough 
space so that seating will not he 
cramped. Depending on the size of the 
congregation, and the budget. this fig- 
ure can, of course, be increased. It must 
he realized however, by the preliminary 
study group, that multiplying eight 
square feet per person by the expected 
attendance figure will only allow for the 
nave, or seating area. of the church 
building. In addition, a chancel area 
equal to at least one quarter to one 
third of the nave area must be allowed, 
and accessory spaces must be provided. 

Accessory areas essential to any 
church building are: 1. Narthex (space 
at the back of the Church), 2. Vestibule 
space (essential to entering, and to 
eliminating drafts), 3. Sacristies (Pas- 
ors and Working). 4. Choir room 
(the choir should have a space of its 
own for robing and the storage of 
music, etc.), and, depending on other 


site facilities, heater room. storage 


space, and lavatories. 

Specific details of Nave seating 
should always be worked out by the 
architect. However, for preliminary 
area calculations, the following stand- 
ards may be of value: 

Seating width—allow 20” to 24” per 

person. 

Pew spacing—minimum. 2’-6” hack 

to back (good, 3’-0” back to back). 

Where seven or more people are to 
be seated in each pew, side aisles ( mini- 
mum 2’-10” clear width) should be 
provided. The center aisle should be at 
least 4’-8” in width. It should also be 
noted here that many denominational 
offices have established recommenda- 
tions to guide the church and architect 
in specific dimensions. 

It is undoubtedly well to emphasize 
here the value of space in planning a 
church, and especially the space de- 
voted to the chancel and sanctuary 
area. This is the heart of the church 
building, and nothing can be gained,

CHILDREN TO COLLEGE? 


A minister’s budget seldom allows 
much college financing from home. 
Most ministers’ children who can- 
not qualify for scholarships must 
work while they go to school—or 
forego college.

gregational Church of Milwaukie, 
Oregon replaced one of some historical 
interest and importance. The urbaniza- 
tion of the community life became the 
dominent force.

need for a new church plant. The new 
sanctuary is the first phase of a pro-

gymnasium. 

The new building, on a two acre 
site amidst fir trees, sits high in the 
community and dominates the scene 
for miles. Its huge roof, surmounted by 
the cross, reaching a height of seventy- 
eight feet and covering a diamond- 
shaped floor plan, announces with dig- 
nity the mission of the church to the 
community. The exterior of the build- 
ing is stained brown; the interior con- 
tains gold tones which give a warmth 
and a vibrancy even on the darkest 
days. The huge beams, thrusting up- 
ward, with fir and cedar decking, give 
an almost cathedral aura to the interior. 
The windows, which are of colored glass 
on the inside and wire glass on the ex- 
terior, accentuate the angles of the 
roof. 

When complete, the First Congrega- 
tional Church of Milwaukie will cost 
over $100,000.

Fundamentals for Church Builders 


ig seems curious that after a millen- 

half of 
churches we should be concerned with 
the basic approach to church building. 
But the variety of the work being done 
is not only in what might be called the 


nium and a building 


accidentals, but also reflects differences 
in fundamentals. I should like to make 
comments on the issues that seem to me 
to be close to the fundamentals in 


church building. 


Contemporaniety 


One of these issues that we have all 
been meeting is the matter of contem- 
poraneity. In our office we used to have 
a great sense of accomplishment when- 
ever we were able to persuade a con- 
gregation that they shouldn’t harness 
themselves or us to a medieval cart or 
a Georgian carriage. 

And our intent was earnest and hon- 
est. We have insisted that the great 
thing about Christianity is not that it 
is old but that it is alive; that if the 
church is to speak to people in the 20th 
century it should speak their language; 
that we are architects, not archeolo- 
gists; that great churches were always 
contemporary when they were built; 
and that 20th century techniques and 
materials can be forced into historical 
moulds only with the sacrifice of effi- 
ciency, logic and integrity. 
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But now that the battle is pretty well 
won we realize that it wasn’t a great 
victory after all: it hasn't brought 
about many good church buildings, and 
may have encouraged a lot of bad ones. 
The reasons are not very hard to find. 
The church has no more business tying 
itself to the motifs, devices, patterns, 
and accidents of a secular culture in the 
20th century than to the forms of the 
religious culture of the 13th. In neither 
case is the church being the church. 
The point is that even if it is some- 
thing, to be “modern” is not enough. 


Quality Design 

We have also tried to insist that a 
church building has to be quality 
architecture as well as twentieth cen- 
tury architecture. Now there is at least 
a sort of consensus among architects 
about what we mean by quality archi- 
tecture. There is a set of criteria that 
we learn in our schools, read about, 
and talk about. 


Techniques 


We agree that a good building ought 
to fit the physical needs of the program. 
Its circulation ought to be right; the 
lighting, heating, ventilating and the 
acoustics ought to be right. It ought to 
be comfortable, useful, efficient, dur- 
able, and very inexpensive while not 





appearing to be so. Sometimes we use 
the word “functional”, which is now 
so commonplace that not only archi- 
tects but building committees use it 
freely. Indeed, I think almost all lay- 
men and a good many architects think 
that “functionalism”, in this sense of 
efficient usefulness, is what 20th cen- 
tury architecture is all about. One is 
sometimes seduced by the idea that de- 
signing a church is pretty much like 
designing a machine; the one that is 
most efficient is obviously the best. 
We architects, 1 suspect, contribute 
a good deal to this glorification of the 
utilitarian. It is easy to talk about the 
virtues of vinyl or ceramic tile; we 
know we are being understood. It is 
so much harder to get across the idea 
that no matter how useable a church is, 
it isn’t really functioning if it only 
provides an efficient space for worship. 
But this is the truth of the matter. The 
building is not simply an efficient 
shelter which ministers to the body 
while the pastor ministers to the mind 
and spirit. The church also ought to 
communicate the Word. The church 
building, like the community of be- 
lievers, ought to be primarily con- 
cerned with ideas, not bodies. It ought 
to do the work of the church, which is 


not to shelter bodies, first of all, but 
to communicate Truths. 


And if it 
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doesn’t function this way. it isn’t very 
functional. 


Esthetics 

Now there are other criteria that we 
generally agree are important. We talk 
agood deal about a building fitting the 
site. We talk also about agreeable rela- 
tionships of materials and structure, 
and these 
more abstruse and sensitive than our 


discussions get somewhat 
discussions on utility. 

And it is true that when we talk about 
these matters we are concerned with 


ideas. But the ideas tend to relate to | 


things and to the sensual delights we 
humans have in the things around us. 
This has, of course, religious implica- 
tions. This thinking relates us to the 
world, and we agree that the sensuous 
delights in shape and color and texture 
and space are positive and valuable de- 
lights. We Christians are not a world- 
denying community. But this sensi- 
bility to the created world is neither 
uniquely Christian. nor even uniquely 


Religion as Theology, Cult, Piety 

Religion, as von Hugel first com- 
mented. involves itself in three prov- 
inces. One of these is theology. which 
is the more or less rational system of 
thought which tries to define the pat- 
tern of the universe, the nature of God. 
man, the world, the church, the action 
of God in history. human destiny. and 
so on. 

The second area of religion is cultic 
activity—the activity which takes place 
when the faithful meet to celebrate their 


faith. “Liturgy” is the word which is 
more generally used. 

The third area is piety, the ethical 
and mystical life of religious people, 
the evidence of a relationship estab- 
lished between God and man, which 
affects the way a man’s life is lived.

each of these can influence our thinking 


I should like to examine how

Before You Build 


By Rev. Philip M. Larson, Jr. 


a are many reasons why our 
churches are building new struc- 
tures daily. The motivations involved 
are numberless. Some congregations, 
sad to say, are building new edifices 
for social recognition. They are build- 


‘ing “to keep up with the Joneses”. They 


think: “The church across the street 
has a new plant, and we must show our 
community that we too are keeping 
pace with the times.” 

Most 


purely motivated. They wish to serve 


congregations are, however. 
their people better to the glory of God. 
They have in mind certain definite 
needs and goals, and they are striving 
to attain them. 

Before a congregation actually builds 
a new structure some of the important 
factors it should consider are the fol- 


lowing: 


1. Ils There A Need? 

The congregation desiring to build 
should have a real need and that need 
should be clearly described. The need 
should be set forth clearly with statis- 
The 


should be talked about and presented 


tics giving support to it. need 
lucidly until the entire congregation is 
aware of it. Let us look at a few illus- 
trations. 

a. We need a new religious educa- 
tion building. Why? Because we have 
165 children in our Sunday school with 
an average attendance of 110. We have 
ten grades. These children all meet in 
one room, our vestry. Some are meet- 
ing on the stage, some in the boiler 





room, and some in the choir loft. We 
have no nursery where young people 
can leave their children while they 
attend church. Consequently, they do 
not attend too often. Our teachers find 
it very difficult to teach because of the 
noise, the temporary quarters, the lack 
of blackboards and general facilities. 
We are not attracting young people 
because it is not readily apparent that 
we are prepared to educate their chil- 
dren. A well organized Sunday School 
with adequate facilities will attract 
young families. We need a new reli- 
gious education building.

b. We need a new 
Church Social was not 
because we had so little space. It is 
groups, 
our Men’s Club, our women’s groups, 


not adequate for our youth 


or for a church family supper. We need 
a hall to meet these needs. 

c. We need a new church auditorium 
for worship. Last year we had to have 
two services and still we averaged close 
to seating capacity. On Christmas and 
Easter and on Family Sundays last 
year there was not enough room and 
some people stood in the hallway dur- 
ing the services on those religious holi- 
days. The furnishings of our church— 
the organ, the pews, the pulpit appoint- 
ments—are old and beyond repair! We 
need a new place in which to worship. 

d. We need a new church location. 
We are presently located in the city. 
There is no parking space. Our attend: 
ance is very poor and we are not at 
tracting new families. Statistics reveal 
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that the average young couple will not 


travel over a mile and a half to church 
consistently and our new families all 
live in new homes about three miles 
away. Our building is in poor condition 
and our church is dying. Because our 
church property is located in an area 
zoned for business, it is worth about 
$70,000.00. We call sell the present 
building, raise some additional funds 
and build a new church where the new 
families are locating. We need a new 
church. 

These examples are common. They 
are not spelled out in detail. Each con- 
gregation must do this for itself, adding 
If the NEED is 


honestly and lucidly presented to the 


the details needed! 


people they will arise to meet it. The 
next question asked follows logically. 


2. How Will We Raise The Money? 


Money is raised on the basis of 
NEED. If people recognize the real 
needs of the Church, they will respond! 

It should be noted at this point. that 
the first question many church people 


“How 


need?” Do not make the mistake of 


ask is: much money do we 


dealing with this question first! Too 





many congregations make a common 
error here. An overzealous committee 
starts drawing pictures and plans and 
setting costs. When this is done and 
presented to the congregation it is not 
always met with enthusiasm. Often a 
good giver will take one look at such 
a plan, note its cost, and highly dis- 
approve of it. You will have lost his 
gift BEFORE you have even asked 
for it. This happens too often. The 
money should be raised on the basis of 
NEED, and NEED ONLY. 

In considering the raising of the 
funds, optimism should prevail. Accord- 
ing to a leading fund raiser’s estimates, 
the average church can raise seven 
times the amount presently being given 
to the operating expenses over a three 
year pledge period. Thus a congrega- 
tion raising $9,000.00 a year for oper- 
ating expenses can raise approximately 
$60.000.00 over a three year period. 
This money is raised at the same time 
the $9,000.00 is being raised as usual. 
In fact, many churches even increase 
their budget giving during the three 
year period! It is a well established 
fact that a professional fund raising 


organization of good reputation offers 


the church the best opportunity to 
meet its needs financially. It is strongly 
suggested that churches desiring to raise 
substantial building funds should seri- 
ously consider obtaining the services 
of a professional fund raiser. He knows 
how best to handle particular situa- 
tions, with the help of the local congre- 
gation, of course. He trains the canvas- 
sers in the art of making calls aimed 
at securing financial commitments. 
This training aids the church in all 
future canvasses. 

If you decide to “go it alone” do so 
only if you have had previous expe- 
rience in fund raising. Here are some 
questions to which you need to have 
answers: Do your people give freely? 
Have your recent Every Member Can- 
vasses been successful? Do you have 
at least twenty well trained canvassers?

If you can answer “yes” to these ques- 
tions, then you might try to go ahead 
alone.

Background for A-V

- fun to watch a good motion pic- 
ture or filmstrip! But church mem- 
bers can’t afford to waste their time or 
spend their money on audio-visuals un- 
less their investment pays off in effec- 
tive and important experiences. It’s the 
leader’s job to see that it does. If you’re 
a leader, the following ten principles 
for using audio-visuals will help you do 
your job. 


Understand Your Group 

Before you even think of projecting 
an image on the screen, give some 
thought to the group you're leading. 
Ask yourself some questions about 
them. What are their needs? Why have 
they placed themselves in your leader- 
ship hands? What background or lack 
of it do they bring to the session? Do 
they need emotional experiences, facts 
or opinions? Remember that theirs are 
the needs and purposes you must plan 
to serve. If they don’t seem to have the 
right purposes from your point of view, 
you still have to start with them as they 
are. As one astute politician said, 
“There go my people. I must follow 
them. I am their leader.” 


Prepare A Plan 

In the light of your understanding of 
the group’s needs, abilities and limita- 
tions, plan a complete teaching-learn- 
ing situation. That is, prepare to use 


your audio-visual materials effectively. 
at stake. The

There’s a lot material 
you and your group are investing valu- 
able time. Know how you will introduce 
your audio-visuals and how you will 
conclude them. 


Select the Material 


There are scores of audio-visual 
materials besides films and _filmstrips. 
In his book, How To Use Audio-Visual 
Materials, Professor John Bachman of 
Union Theological Seminary describes 
more than two dozen ways to get the 
job done. Some of these are: still pic- 
tures, murals, models, mock-ups, diora- 
mas, puppets, maps, bulletin-boards, 
charts, and field trips. Don’t automati- 
cally assume you need a motion picture. 
One or more of the other materials may 


well do the job more effectively. 


Encourage Group Participation 

As the appropriate material is se- 
lected, your group should participate in 
the selecting. Just as no one likes taxa- 
tion without representation, so every 
one is more prone to go along with an 
activity they have helped plan. For 
example, your group might be trying 
to learn more about the Christian mis 
sion today to the Latin American 
Indian. It’s a safe assumption there will 


be more ignorance than knowledge of 
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the subject. When this becomes appar- 
ent to the group. you can point out that 
there are books on the subject in the 
local library, articles in church maga- 
tines, perhaps exhibits in the local 
museum, and that the National Council 
of Churches has just produced a film 
dealing specifically with the mission to 
the South American Indian. Give the 
group a chance to weigh, in the light of 
time and talent. whether it will be 
better to ask some of its members to 
read books and give reports. to take a 
field trip to the museum, to make a 
bulletin board from pictures and arti- 
cles, or to view a new film. They might. 
indeed, ask you to arrange for them to 
see the film. If they do, you are on 
much sounder psychological ground 
than you would be in making the de- 
cision yourself. If they don’t. you had 
better think twice before you schedule 


the film. 


Know the Material 


After you and your group have 
democratically selected an audio-visual 
material, it is your solemn responsi- 
bility to preview it. This magazine 
could be filled with amusing and tragic 
tales of what happened to leaders who 
failed to preview their materials and 
to really know their content. Even the 
right film, for example. might have 
something in it offensive or embar- 
rassing to your particular group be- 
cause of something unique to your 
group’s history. Also. the wrong film 
or filmstrip may have been put in the 
container. A few years ago a minister 
showed his senior-high group a film- 
strip on Easter. There was an adult 
script and a children’s script. He had 
not previewed either and as he looked 
at his audience he saw that they were 
certainly not adults. so he used the 
children’s script and an embarrassing 
ten minutes was had by all. 


Introduce the Material 


This is the leader's unique oppor- 
tunity, because only he knows the full 
content of the material and has an 
understanding of his viewing group. 
Only he is in a position to direct their 
perception so they will see the appro- 
priate parts of the content. If you are 
the leader, it is your responsibility to 
remind the people of their reasons for

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Preparing Audio-Visual 


Commentary

bd importance of appropriate and 
effective commentary or narration 
in a visual presentation was vividly im- 
pressed upon me some years ago. A 
friend of mine was planning to speak 
before a missionary group in one of 
the churches in Highland Park, Michi- 
gan. The country to be considered was 
the land of Turkey, and I had been 
asked to secure a sound film on the 
subject. Scanning through several film 
catalogs an educational film on Turkey 
was located and scheduled. The film 
arrived in the morning; it was to be 
used at noon-time. This left no time for 
preview (unforgiveable for anyone

The pictures are authentic enough, but 
the narration is humorous and is de- 
signed to give the theatre goers a good 
laugh. What should have been done 
was to stop the projector and ask the 
speaker, who was familiar with the sub- 


ject, to give her own narration as the 
remainder of the film continued with- 
out the use of the sound track. But 
the moment was too embarrassing for 
such an immediate thoughtful decision. 
Entertainmentwise _ the commentary 
brought plenty of laughs. But for a 
missionary group thinking seriously 
about the land of Turkey and her peo- 
ple, it was certainly out of place. Com- 
mentary is important; it will bring 
success or failure to the presentation. 

The Sunday School teacher with a 
little imagination and initiative does 
not always rely on professionally pro- 
duced audio-visual materials. She can 
add her own commentary to a group of 
pictures or slides and create an effec- 
tive tool for learning. Sometimes this 
may be more effective than a specific 
professionally produced film, filmstrip 
or slide set since what the teacher is 
preparing is meeting a specific need. 

With regard to commentary, there 
are some considerations which should 
be observed if planning is to even- 
tuate in successful results. In preparing 
a-v commentary we must consider the 
pictures, we must consider the audi- 
ence, and we must consider the purpose. 

Consider the pictures first. Before 
setting to the task of writing commen- 
tary, pictures should be critically 
studied. Whether they be a series of 
black and white stills or a set of slides,

the pictures must be of good quality. 
Compared with our standards of today, 
material used in the past was of poor 
quality. There could be no other. To- 
day. however, there is no excuse for 
poor quality pictures in our Christian 
Education task. The general public has 
been trained to become accustomed to 
good pictures. In considering the pic- 
tures we must ask ourselves some ques- 
tions. Do the pictures help tell the 
story? Are they appropriate for the 
intended use? Are the colors (if slides) 
washed out. or are they clear and 
sharp? Are the pictures suited for the 
age group for which they are intended? 
Poor quality will detract from the total 
message of sound and sight. 

Collect the pictures. They should be 
placed in a sequence that best tells the 
story in a logical way. One of the im- 
portant things to remember is that a 
picture should present an idea in such 
a way as to render it unnecessary for 
script or commentary to be devoted to 
lengthy interpretation. It is better to 
have two or three pictures to present 
a concept or idea than to project one 
picture on the screen for a length of 
time with considerable verbal explana- 
tion. Exception to this, obviously, would 
be when slides of art masterpieces are 
used for worship, or for study in an 
art series where it is necessary to 
observe the picture for a longer period 
of time. 

Let us suppose a situation where a 
group of pictures on Sunday School 
activities is being presented to parents. 
A picture of a first grade class in 
session is projected. To the adults view- 
ing the picture, it is quite obvious that 
it is of the class in session. It would 
not, therefore, be necessary to state. 
“This is our first grade class.” The 
commentator should say, “The attrac- 
tive room where our first grade meets 
makes learning a pleasant experience.” 
If. on the other hand, the purpose is 
to show the need for new facilities and 
the first grade class is pictured meeting 
in the furnace room or some unpleasant 
environment, the commentary would be 
different. The narration to emphasize 
the impact of the picture would not 
state, “Our first grade class meets in 
unpleasant surroundings.” To the 
group, this is obvious. However, to say, 
“Unpleasant surroundings make diffi- 
cult the task of teaching the first grade 
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boys and girls.” might bring results. 

Consider the audience. or group. The 
teacher planning a commentary for a 
visual presentation must have the group 
in mind to whom she intends to present 
the material. What is the composition 
of the group? What is its purpose? 
What is its age range? Is the group an 
official gathering? Is the group to be 
entertained, or educated, or both? The 
nature of the group for which we plan 
to use pictures and commentary deter- 
mines to a great extent how we say 
what we want to say.

This does not mean that the same 
set of pictures could not be used effec- 
tively with more than one group with 
suitable script. Obviously, with chil- 
dren, we will use simple concepts, 
ideas, and words. A child is confused 
by many ideas at one time. His interest 
span is short. For children, sentences 
should be short and clearly worded at 
the child’s vocabulary level. 

It is well to remember that in the 
learning process it is more important 
to have a picture-word combination

er night in many homes is 
a night of watching TV. Not that 
every night doesn’t bring its share of 
watching one commercially slick pres- 
entation after another. These TV (and 
movie) offerings run the gamut of in- 
terest and emotion but usually have in 
common the smooth presentation of 
professionals. 

We have all come to expect this 
when a TV set is tuned in or when we 
settle down in a theater. It is jarring 
to have some part of the showing less 
than perfect. 

But what about the use of films in 


| a church situation? We have come to 


demand perfection in entertainment 
viewing; won’t that carry over to the 
presentation of films in any other situ- 
ation? In order to achieve any real 


benefit from the films, “Yes” must an- 


| swer the question. But how can this 


be done when the commercial show- 
ing is done by professionals and the

steps, listed here briefly. 

1. Locate the screen, either set it up 
or pull it down. If the screen is port- 
able, check the bottom— it should be at 
the viewer’s 

2. Set up the speaker, six feet in 
front of the screen. 


eye-level. 


3. Set up and thread the projector. 

4. Turn on the lights and close the 
drapes or blinds. 

Steps one, two and four are rela- 
tively clear and easy. Step three may 
cause some apprehension for the poten- 


tial “professional amateur”. A_ brief 
step-by-step suggestion list might be 


helpful. 

The projector should sit on a sturdy 
table or stand near the back of the 
room. The cord or cords must be long 
enough to reach the outlet with ease, 
and if possible, in an out-of-the-way 
place. Tie the cord around the table 
leg to prevent accidental upsetting of 
the projector. Place the projector arms 
in proper position and turn on the 
lamp. This will permit focusing and 
checking for dirt in the film gate. If 
necessary, the film gate may be cleaned 
with a brush, the lens with a soft cloth 
or lens tissue. Turn the switches off. 

Now, the room is ready and all that 
remains is the

the machine. 

Everything ready? Not quite. Be 
sure to test run a few feet of the film. 
This gives one a chance to check focus, 
sound and framing. Return the film to 
the starting point, but be sure to start 
the film after the leader; most people 
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can count and the numbers do not ! 
add to the presentation. Turn off the 
switches and wait for the class. 

With the group seated and the intro- 
duction completed, the moment has ar- 
rived! Turn on the sound switch sev- 
eral minutes before the actual showing, 
but keep the volume down. Now. on 
with the motor and lamp. (If the leader 
is going to run through, let it show on 
the lid of the film can, not on the 
screen!) When the picture is on the 
screen, bring the volume to a pleasant 
level. At the end of the film. turn off 
the lamp, fade the sound and then turn 
off the motor. 

Leave the projector! Finish the class 
period or meeting and then straighten 
the room. Pack the projector carefully. 
and rewind the cords gently. Take 
down or raise the screen and open any 
blinds still closed. Replace the equip- 
ment in its proper storage place. 

While a congregation can (and per- 
haps should) maintain a corps of 
trained projectionists, the ideal situa- 
tion would be to have each teacher as 
class projectionist. This would enable 
the class to view whatever film was 
pertinent whenever the teacher chose. 
This would make of every teacher a 
professional amateur. This is good. But 
in a survey of the materials available. 
films are only one small segment. 

Other materials, valuable and often 
used, also need the projection of a 
machine. In order to have a thoroughly | 
adequate professional amateur some of | 


the more commonly used projectors, 


other than motion picture, should be 
discussed. 

Films almost always refer to motion 
pictures and the term and that type of 
film go together. There are several 
other types of film, however, which are 
widely used and highly effective. 

A type of film which is familiar to 
most teachers is the filmstrip. This is 
a series of pictures, telling a story or |

There is no motion involved in this 
type of film, and so a projector de- | 
signed only for this film projection is | 
necessary.

Liturgy and Architecture 


I should like now to move away from 
theological problems to those which 
derive from the cultic practices—the 
liturgy of the church. 

There is a general assumption made 
among architects that when we take 
up the problem of a new church we 
ask the client to describe the liturgical 
practices in detail and proceed from 
that point to accommodate these prac- 
tices, much in the same manner that 
we might design a factory around 
certain production machines and 
processes. 

Unfortunately the situation is not 
quite so simple. It is complicated by 
the fact that liturgical forms are not 
only varied but flexible and continually 
changing. And at the present we are 
seeing among Christian churches a very 
important renewal in the liturgical life. 
This demands of architects as well as 
building committees not only skill but 
understanding and imagination. To 
treat the matter of liturgy as something 
stable. static and fixed is to be care- 
less or naive. There are possibilities 


and problems which we must not ig- 


| nore; because if we do we may be miss- 


ing opportunities both to enrich the 
lives of many Christians, and to help 
the fractured church grow together 
again. 

The architect is logically involved in 
this renewal of the liturgy because 
liturgy is not only words but action. 
and action involves space, and space is 
the prime professional concern of the 
architect. So, indeed. no one is more 
involved than the architect and he can- 
not allow himself to settle for formulas

The Essential Nature 


of Worship 

The problem of liturgy starts with 
an examination of what it is that 
Christians do when they assemble. 


What happens when we worship? Usu- 
ally we are given the impression that 
we come primarily to do something for 
God, to make an offering; and | think 
this accent on our dutifulness in church- 
going is part of what can make it such 
a chore. 

But the central idea in the 
is that God has the initiative in 


Gospel 
the 
dealings between Him and us. Before 
we knew Him He loved us. While we 
were yet sinners He sent His Son to die 
for us. He still has the initiative, and 
the most important reason for going to 
church is not that we have something 
for God, but that He has something 
for us; worship is receiving God’s gifts. 
Even when we respond with our offer- 
ings of thanksgiving or praise, the gift 
comes back to us. 

This has a great deal to do with 
architecture. There are spaces which 
reflect and re-inforce in a person the 
sense of receptivity; other types of 
space can suggest the opposite. Anyone 
who reflects on this matter will ac- 
knowledge that the quality of spaces 
depends on so many things—propor- 
tions, light, scale, color, texture—that 
no certain rule can be established. But 
generally, it seems to me, a church 
space must be high and the vertical 
thythms ought to dominate the hori- 
zontal. The fault I find with most of 
the so-called tee-pee churches is that 
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they provide too strong a horizontal 
rhythm, and even though the loft may 
be high, the center of gravity of the 
space is too low and the strong move- 
ment is horizontal. 


The Possibilities of a 
Multiple-Focus Space 


The design of a space for the liturgy 
involves other problems. The

in a church is God, and the people are 
all players, and they should all have a 
sense of being enmeshed in the action. 
I think we can go a long way toward 
this ideal if we will not insist that the 
church space has to have a single strong 
focus. It can be helpful if we will allow 
the space to have many foci, so that 
the congregation can sometimes feel 
itself to be the center, and sometimes 
the pulpit, and sometimes the table, 
and sometimes the choir, and sometimes 
a prayer desk, and sometimes the read- 
ing desk, and sometimes the baptismal 
font. And so we would allow the focus 
to move to wherever the action of the 
liturgy naturally takes it. This, it seems 
to me, could make liturgy and architec- 
ture companions in a much more effec- 
tive way than they usually are. | 
scarcely need say that if we start think- 
ing this way we will find architects 
questioning the action and even the 
words of the liturgy which now exist. 
But these are being questioned anyway 
by the liturgists and theologians, and 
if we can make the kind of bridge be- 
tween the architects and the liturgiolo- 
gists that there ought to be, it is likely 
that the forms of Christian worship will 
be changing toward forms which are 
better than either could devise by him- 


self.

Let me give you an example. Among 
Protestants who are interested in litur- 
gical renewal there is a tendency to- 
ward the involvement of more people in 
the action of the service.

Piety and Architecture 


The third aspect of religious life is 
that which deals with the reflection of 
man’s personal relationship with God 
in the way he lives and does things. 
It is to this aspect of religion that the 
architect's devotion to architectural 
and artistic integrity about which | 
have already spoken is related. Here 
too we may assess the differences in 
style and taste. 

We generally admire the passionate 
devotion to discipline and clarity and 
purity which one sees in the buildings 
of Mies van der Rohe, the dedication 
to vitality, power, and courage in Le 
Corbusier. the love of all the created 
world, of human drama, and of sensual 
delight in Frank Lloyd Wright. I think 
we might say of these men’s buildings 
that they reflect their visions of God. 
For they are, or were, profoundly seri- 
ous men, devoted to ultimately conse- 
quential ideas. It is necessary for those 
who are doing church work to be as 
passionately devoted to the essentially 
Christian values as these and other 
great designers have been to their more 
personal values. 

But what then are these essentially 
Christian values to which we must be 
committed? They are the revelation 
of truth which has come to us in God’s 
dealings with men. There are two as- 
pects of this which seem to me to 
illuminate the problem of the architect 
in a particularly worthwhile way. 

The first is the ethical principle of 
the Old Testament. This is the principle 
of restraint, and it is illustrated in the 
pattern of behavior which is the core 
of the Hebrew-Christian tradition. We 
are not ascetics, but we do not admire 
indulgence. We can own property but 
we cannot steal it. We can employ 
people, but we cannot own them. We 
do not glorify celibacy but we abhor 
promiscuity. We love this world, but 
we wait for the next. We do not worship 
our ancestors but we honor them. 

It seems to me that this principle of 
restraint can be translated into archi- 
tectural form continually if we are 
dedicated to it. If we are, we shall not 
be involved with novelty for novelty’s 
sake or variety for variety’s sake. We 
shall not be disposed either to imitate

our fathers or repudiate them. We shall 
not seek the over-rich nor make a dis- 
play of our poverty. But restraint, dis- 


cipline, and order will be everywhere 


apparent. 

A second aspect of God’s revelation 
is the ethical principle of the New 
Testament. This is the principle of cre- 
ative love. and the prime example is 
the career of Jesus Christ. The unique 
thing about this career and the prin- 
ciple it exemplifies is that God in love 
intruded into an accepted and appar- 
ently closed system of sin and punish- 
ment and resolved the problem in an 
This

unexpected and creative way. 
principle like the other has 
ing for an architect’s work. 

It means that we do not, 
design, consider the patterns, the ac- 
cepted modes, the habits, the standards, 
and the conventions within which work 
is done to be final limitations. We find 
the opportunity of meeting each prob- 
lem creatively. Now I want to explain 
what I mean by creativity. I don’t mean 
whimsy or novelty or the frantic hunt 
for originality. I don’t mean the state 
that 
spises the accepted patterns and makes 


of mind abhors convention, de- 
rebellion a principle. The creativity I 
respect meets a problem straight for- 
wardly. explores the conventions for a 
solution and where they are not ade- 
quate (and they never are completely 
adequate) derives a new solution. This 
is a marvelous and perhaps a mysteri- 
ous process involving patience and 
devotion and intense concern. I think 
it also involves a special vision which 
acts as a sort of catalyst. In the work 
of creative men in the many areas we 
can find this sort of catalyst. In the 
minds of visual artists there are also 
such catalytic ideas, or visions, which 
are the keys to their special views of 
the world and their art. 

Now the catalytic idea which must 
serve the architect in the church is the 
vision of redeeming love. All the other 
virtues are useful, all the intelligence 
and craft. knowledge and sophistica- 
tion, all the persistence. discipline, and 
vigor, all the wit and cleverness. These 
we can put to use. But they must be 
directed and composed and organized 
under the pervasive consciousness of 
Christian love, so that when people en- 
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ter the churches we build they will be 
met above all things with a reflection 
of the love of God. 

To me this means a number of things 
in design. It means that contrary to the 
tendency in many modern buildings to 
look slick, hard, and audacious, the 
church will be kind, humane and com- 
panionable. It means that contrary to 
the tendency in many modern churches 
to be timid they should be strong and 
daring, for love is strong and daring. 
We must hate the compromise, but we 
must love the paradox, the humble and 
the noble, the gentle and the authorita- 
tive, the exciting and the disciplined, 
the mystic and the lucid, the subtle and 
the vigorous. 

But it means more: it means some- 
build 


churches, because the buildings will 


thing about the men who 
inevitably reflect their character. If we 
want buildings that reflect the love of 
God we shall have to have designers 
and building committees whose minds 
are warmed and whose spirits are con- 
sumed with the passion and compas- 
sion of Christian love. I think this is 
the only way to really great church 
building. 

But it is not for the church only 


that this is important. The kind of | 


spirit that is appropriate for work in 
the church is no less necessary for the 
other work we do—for the schools and 
homes and towns we turn out of our 
offices. The most worthwhile thing we 
have to give to our profession and to 
the communities we work in is this 
vision of God’s love. And if architects 
are committed to the spirit of our 


Lord the character of the work which | 


appears in our churches can be a 
leaven in all the other work they do, 
and potentially it can bring a new 
value to the architecture of our people. 

In summary, then, it seems to me 
that the burden of the work set before 
church builders reveals itself in a num- 
ber of categories. First, the churches 
must show that the church is alive in 
the twentieth century. Second, they 


must be good buildings according to | 
| the best of general architectural cri- 


teria. Third, they must reflect a rela- 


tionship to theology. Fourth, they 
ought to add vitality to the liturgy. 
And, finally, they should be illuminated 
and disciplined by the mind of Christ.

seeing the film, listening to the record, 
making the field trip, etc. Then, you 
need to tell them to be on the look-out 
for certain things. To return to the 
example of the South American Indian, 
you might say something like this: “We 
decided we needed more facts about 
the South American Indian and the 
film we are about to see contains facts 
important for us to know. As we watch 
it, let’s try to see what is the over-all 
goal. of missionary contact with the 
Indians.” 

Before you show the film, you might 
want to tell some background informa- 
tion which would help to fit the audio- 
visual into a context. You might also 
want to get the group involved by ask- 
ing them some questions whose answers 
will later be provided by the audio- 
visual material. The utilization guide 
for one new film lists nine multiple. 
choice statements for the leader either 
to read or to distribute to his group 
in mimeographed form before the film 
is shown. Each person tries to choose 
the correct statement. Then as the film 
proceeds, he can check his own accu- 
racy. In this way, the viewers are much 
more deeply involved in the film. They 
are active participants, rather than 
passive observers. They will get much 
more out of it. 


Use a Variety of Materials 

Keep aware of the limitless possi- 
bilities of relating other audio-visual 
materials to your program. A recently 
produced filmstrip has a map on its 
first frame, but the guide suggests that 
if a real wall map or globe is available, 
it should be used in place of the first 
frame. A forthcoming film on methods 
of interviewing by telephone is accom- 
panied by a phonograph record. At the 
proper time. the film is stopped and 
the group listens to the record. The 
guide for using a new film on Bolivia 
suggests that a bulletin board with still 
pictures or magazine clippings be set 
up during the period preceding and 
following the film showing. 


Repeat Only When Desirable 


We used to teach that it is best to 
use a film twice. Show it; discuss it; 
show it again. Current theory, however, 
holds that such repeat-use is wise only 
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when the complexity and subtlety of the 
film makes it desirable and when the 
viewing group itself expresses the need 
and desire to see it again. 


Encourage Creative Follow-up 

An audio-visual experience should 
he a doorway to many future actions 
by the audience. The leader should en- 
courage creative follow-up activities. 
If your viewers see a film on how to 
howl, they might be led to set up a 
bowling party. If they see a film on 
the life of St. Paul, they might be 
stimulated to read a book or produce 
a play about him. If they see a film on 
the South American Indian, they might 


want to raise funds to support missions. 


Whatever film they see, they might 
want to talk about it and share their 
feelings and opinions. The wise leader 
will anticipate follow-up activities and 
Utilization guides, 
usually provided with A-V materials, 


encourage them. 
will often have good suggestions along 
this line. 


Relate This Experience to Others 

No audio-visual experience should 
be an island unto itself. It needs to be 
integrated with the past and concur- 
rent experiences of the viewing group. 
The more you know about your group, 
the better you can do this. If, for ex- 
ample, you are showing a filmstrip on 
how to run a committee meeting, you 
could invite viewers to tell about com- 
mittee meetings they have attended and 
to compare the procedures followed 
there with those recommended in the 
filmstrip. Some of your viewers might 
be planning committee meetings and 
they could tell how the filmstrip will be 
useful to them. 


Evaluate Your A-V Use 


When the dust settles and your pro- 
gram is over, do some thinking about 
the audio-visual material you have 
used. Was it the right one? Does hind- 
sight tell you that another material 
would have done a better job or that 
you could have done a better job with

is meant a building wherein rooms 
serve double and triple purposes.) The 
room that serves many purposes usually 
does not serve any one purpose ade- 
quately. Those who teach Sunday school 


| know that there is no substitute for an 


individual classroom. Displays are not 
moved, blackboards are stationary, sup- 
plies are always handy, noise is at a 
minimum, and teaching is enjoyable 
and well done. 

A chapel for the worship of the Sun- 


day school should have stationary pews | 


in it. It is not good to have to set up 
chairs in a “chapel” that was used the 
night before for a youth group dance. 
It is difficult for adults to worship in 
a supper hall with a cross thrown onto 
a table hurriedly covered by a red 
cloth. One should not expect children 
to worship in such a room. Build a 
building that meets specific needs well. 

There are some areas that do serve 
double duty well. A large classroom 
may serve as a youth room, or projec- 
tion room where two classes could view 
a filmstrip. A large hall may serve 
church 


assemblies, and dramatics. A children’s 


recreation, suppers, 
chapel is often considered a luxury, but 
its use is great. All youth groups can 
their own services in it. It 
may be used for small weddings, for 
funeral services, special services and 
private baptisms. 

A good building committee will plan 
to meet the greatest needs first without 
stint, and fill the lesser needs as best 
they can. If the NEEDS are well out- 
lined this will not be difficult. 

In conclusion: 

1. Have the needs clearly defined 
and well understood by the congrega- 
tion. 

2. Choose a good fund raising or- 
ganization and raise the money on the 
basis of NEED alone. 

3. Choose a good committee to do 
the job right the first time. |THE END

and possibly everything lost, by cramp. 
ing this area in an effort to fit a budget. 


Maintenance and Reconstruction 

A recent inquiry regarding the pos- 
sibility of retaining an architect to 
review and assess an existing church 
complex of some venerable age has 
been received. The church wished first 
to preserve and restore those parts of 
the buildings requiring work. then lay 
out a program of preventive and cor- 
rective maintenance, and finally to in- 
vestigate where and what could be 
accomplished in the future in new con- 
struction and/or remodeling. There 
seemed to be some question in the pas- 
tor’s mind whether an architect should 
be consulted. However. he had come to 
the conclusion that nothing can be lost 
by inquiry. 

It has always been reasonable to the 
writer that. as one should consult his 
physician and dentist for health check- 
ups, so should the architect be consulted 
regarding the “health” of buildings. 

The “community centered” architec- 
tural practice has the responsibility to 
the local church organizations of pro- 
viding consulting services of this type 
in order to insure that monies used by 
the church for corrective and preven- 
tive maintenance are wisely spent on 
the most essential items first. 

The well organized corrective and 
preventive maintenance program, to- 
gether with planned remodeling and 
expansion. can increase the useful life 
of the church plant by many years.
